IGERIA'S military regime has 

again cocked a snook at the 
Commonwealth, refusing visas to 
sa0me members of a taplevel delega- 
tion investigating human rights 
abuses after the execution of Ken 
Saro Wiwa.

Lawyers for the Israell gov- 
ernment tied to reduce the 
$88,000 compensation because 
they said the youth, known as 
Alj, who was handcuffed and 
hoadcd before being sexually 
abused, haci cxaggerated his 
distress. 

The soldier, Zion Ohion, is 
in his 3Ûs and a father of 
six.

CIENTISTS confirmed last week 

that some people appear to have 
a natural ability to fight off he Aids 
virus and remain free of illness de- 
spite being repeatedly exposed to it, 
writes Chris MihillL 

There have been a number of 
sludies of proslitutes in Africa and 
gay nun in Amaıîca where some 
people have cansistently' beert found 
frev of HIV although they were at 
high risk of cantraclng it. 

Now dnvtors iron Kenya and 
Canacli are repurnting on 1 group uf 
prostituliecs front Nairobi, where 
around one iıı IO have remained free 
of the virus over a 1D y'uitr period. 

Thc rescarchers havc been ful- 
lowing 42d women ir a slum area of 
the cily wlrere the virus is rife and 
unsafe sex willı infected men is fre 
queul. Althotgh the majority of the 
women have become infceled, the 
researtlıers say in the British niecl- 

ical nıagazîne Lancet thal HIY can- 

noi be detected in 43 of the women. 
‘The findings suggest that sone peo- 
ple have a natural immunity to HIV. 

The doctors, led by Francis Plunt- 

nıer of the University of Manitoba, 

Winnipeg, say that all the women 

should have been infected by the 
end of the 10 years,

Clinton's 
first Apec summit agreed Lo explore 
whether the Pacific Rim countries 
could "achieve free and open trade 
and investment in the region". The 
second, at Bodor, Indonesia, agreed 
that lhey could, and fornıalised a 
plan for the industrialised Apec 
members progressively to achieve 
free trade among themselves by 
2010, with the less industrialised 
countries following suit by 2020. 
The third, at Osaka last year, laid 
down the procedural steps to 
achieve this, with each country ex- 
pected to produce an individual ac- 
tion plan, and then co-ordinate this 
with a comprehensive action plan 
agreed by them all, 

This makes Apec sound a lot 
more snıoothly organised than it is. 
Dreadful trade-rows between China 
and the US, and rather less serious 
ones with Japan, keep the political 
tensions high. Malaysia is charac- 
teristicaly grumpy, Indonesia wor- 
ries ils partners over human rights 
and East Timor, and is now so much 
raw meat for the American media 
after {he fuss about dubious dona- 
tions to the Clinton campaign. 

But step back from the rows, and 
something of awesome potential is 
being built, whose implications 
range far beyond trade. This is one 
international forum wlıere Taiwan 
and China sit together, where coun- 
(ries like Clıile and Peru are now 
being steered into menıbership, and 
where Russia İs still carefully ex- 
clucled. The US, of course, is first 
antong equals, locking itself into the 
heart of what will be one of the cen- 
tral institlions of the next century, 

Moreover the Apec effect carries 
some rather imfortant implications 

for the Asians, The Bush adminis- 
tration tried to persuade Japan to 
change the fundamental nature of 
its society, to break loose from the 
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increase and welfare reform, insisl- 
ing that the Republican Congress 
had to lıave sonıe achievements to 
boast of when they faced the elec- 
tors. The big question in Washing: 
ton is whether he will continue that 
pragmalism or wreak revenge on 
Clinton. 

Meanwhile, somewhere in Asia, 
Clinton is planning to bounce the 
European Union into his free trade 
agenda all over again. Because the 
Asian card worked so well last time 
le tried it, he cannot resist the 
tenıptation to play it again. 


HREE years ago, when US 
and European trade negotia- 
tors were deadlocked on the 
last lap of the Uruguay round of the 
Gatl world trade pact, Clinton con- 
vened the first Pacific Rim summit 
iı Seattle in November, 1993, 
Dubbed the Asia-Pacific Economic 
Conference (Apec), it was carefully 
designed to exclude the Europeans. 
Given that Clinton was already fu- 
rious with lhe British and French 
over Bosnia, and lıis secretary of 
slate Warren Christopher was sniff 
ing thal US foreign policy liad been 
"no Eurocentric for too long”, the 
Europeans grew exceedingly ner- 
vous. Îf the Galt round failed alto 
gether, the US was clearly content 
ln arrange İtS own trading slrategy 
with the Pacific Rim, whiclı inclucle 
the fastest-growing econoniies on 
lhe planel. “We had no choice but to 
reach a settlemenlL" commented 
one of {he top European negolia- 
tors, “The Americans liad an alter- 
native ancl we didn’t,” 

The high point of Clinton's lour, 
as he still basks in the glow fron his 
re-eleclîon, wil be the fourth Apec 
summit at the oll UN Naval base of 
Subic Bay in the Philippines.

Trent Lott was born and brought 
up aş a Democrat, in a classic blue- 
collar household in Mississippi, 
where his alcoholic [lather was a 
pipe fitter and his mother a teacher. 
Afler graduating from the local Mis- 
sissîppi law school in 1967, he came 
to Washington to work on the staff 
of the veteran segregationist and 
Demacratic congressman, William 
Colmer. When Colmer retired in 
1972, Lolt ran for his seat with 
Colmer's blessing, but as a Republi 
can. He was one of the wave of De- 
mocratic defectors who shifted to 
the banner of President Nixon's 
Southern strategy, and later becarne 
one of Nixon's staımchest defenders 
ün the House judiciary committee 
inquiry into the Watergate scandal. 

Beconıing û senator in 1988, Loli 
jrined his friend, the then congres- 
sional whip Newt Gingrich, in ure

SIKH leader who spent more 

than six years in prison battling 
against deportation is celebrating 
his release after the European 
Court of Human Rights in Stras- 
bourg held last week that he would 
be subjected to inhuman and de- 
gruding treatment if the British gov- 
ernment deported lim to India. 

Karamjit Singh Chahal, whose 
case was rejected ly the British 
courts afler tlie Governntent 
claimed he was a threat to national 
security, was sel free within hours 
of the ruling.

Let the voters 
have the final say 


ABOUR'S change of policy last weekend on 

holding a referendum to join a European single 
currency means that, for the moment, the two 
major parties speak as one on this vital queation. 
Yet unlike some earlier Labour policy shifts, whitch 
appeared to have been made out of electoral cow- 
ardice rather than for reasons of strong principle, 
thia one is the right decialon taken for the right 
reasons. lf and when any British government 
decides to joln the euro group, it must do so for 
economic and political reasons. Polltically, it 1s ea- 
sential that there should be public support. Any 
other course would be disnatrous. In theory, auch 
support can be expressed either through a general 
celeclon or a rcfcrendlum, as Labour continued to 
argue unfil lnst weckend.

Bashing Brussels

LGER HISS, 92, the former 

State Department official 

whoşe 1950 perjury convic- 
tion for lying to a grand jury about 
communist espionage aclivity be- 
came one of thie most celebrated and 
clramatic spy cages of this century, 
died last week at Lenox Hill Hospital 
in New York, He had emphysema. 

Hiss, who served three years and 
eight montıs in prison after ex- 
hausting hia appeals, insilated until 
his death (hat he was innocent, and 
iis case slirred passion and contro- 
versy lhat continued for more than 
four deciles.

But is that as far as our ethical 
questioning should go, and should 
conservaliouists and their support- 
ers be happy with this sort of rea- 
soning? There are important and 
underdiscussed questions here. 
When we think of our ethical rela- 
tionships with other humans, we are 
automatically dealing at the level of 
the individual, Why is it that we treat 
ather humans as individuals but in 
conservation we cannot regard 
members of species aş individuals? 

Philosopher Kate Rawls thinks it's 
shortsighted of conservationists to 
ignore the power that individual ani- 
mals have to draw people in to 
broader conservation objectives. She 
says, “Yuu often encounter thëê view 
that to be concerned about individual 
aninıals is somehow sentimental, 
emotional wud unscientific. Bul it 
cloesn't follow {hat all emotional re- 
sponses to animals are out of order. 
When wilnessing cruelty to animals, 
anger or dislress may not only be ap- 

propriale emotions, but reasonable 
ones loo. 

“Ethics does not lıave to split rea- 
son and emotion. It las somehow be- 
cone acceptable to be prejuclicerl 
against certain groups of animals be- 
calise {lıey are regarclecl as alieıı, i= 
troduced by humans or doing 
clamage. I wuuld argue that, as incli- 
vicluals, thesc crealures are owel the 
same sorl or respecl as any olher 
sort of senlieut creature.”
